1. Clock recorded but illegible. 

2. Considerable evidence of flare light, although horizon indicates very 
little change in a/c atitude. 

3. During course of pre-flight check on flight line objects of a classified 
nature were recorded.

1. No clock. 

2. Marked evidence of unequal tension on rollers and foreign particles 
on rollers and platen.
